“Two Egged buses crashed with tremendous impact 


near Kibbutz Mefalgim in the Western Negev on 
Wednesday night, killing 11 people and injuring 46, 
many of them seriously. Early reports said that it 
was a head-on collision, but the pictures clearly 
Indicate that the major impact was on_the left- 
ἃ, or driver's, side of cach vehicle. From the 
Pictures, it would appear that the drivers, in al- 
tempting to avoid a crash, veered slightly to the 
rien, and that the two vehicles sheared the sidcs 
one another. One of the buses was headed north 
from Beersheba. The other, a spoctal bus carrying 
Gaza Strip children back from ἃ tour of Israel, waa 
led south. Seven of the dead were on the Beer- 
sheba bus; the other four were Arab schoolchildren 
on the Gaza vehicle. The crash occurred shortly 
fore 8 p.m., about 700 metres south of a cross- 
toad.

Meanwhile, police and officials of the 
Transport Ministry and the League for the 
Prevention of Road Accidents all have different 
diagnoses of the problem — and different solu- 
tions. 

Police and Ministry of Transport officials 
consider the rise inevitable, a certain outcome” 
of the continued growth in the number of 
vehicles and drivers, and the slow pace of road 
construction. On the other hand, officials of the

“TF God is dead,” Dostoevsky observed in a famous phrase, “every- 
thing is permitted.” Albert Camus wrote his Callgula in the 
mid-'forties, when the full horror of Nazism became known to the 
world and hardly anyone lifted a finger, and a spirit of nihilism 
revailed among the thinkin poopie ot Europe. The play is a study 
i total negation. In a world without meaning, in the realization 
(brought about by the untimely death of his sister-mistress) of the 
absurdity of life, Roman Emperor Caligula resolves to take this 
to its ultimate conclusion. Free from any moral or legal restraint, he 
embarks on a road of well thought out, cold, dispassionate terror; he 
confiseates the property of patricians and subjects them to hideous 
humiliations, he ravishes wives in the presence of husbands, kills 
fathers in the presence of sons, publicly indulges in unspeakable 
perveraiona, ‘The rebel who at firat denies God," Camus wrote some- 
where else, ‘finally aspires to replace him.” And thus Caligula, 
whose actions parallel the meaningless cruelty with which the gods 
rule the universe, eventually seems himself a god; in one scene he 
reaches the limits of absurdity by appearing as Venus, the goddess 
of love.

Like the pathologist a surgeon 
opens his patient, removing some 
afflicted organ or tissue, then closes 
the patient. He sends the tissue in 
fluid tu the pathologist 
who examines it exactly as- he does 
tissue removed from the body at 
autopsy. Surgeons sometimes request 
immediate diagnosis In the middle 
of an operation. The pathologist is 
called to surgery where in an ad- 
joing laboratory he rapidly ex- 
amines removed tissue under the 
microscope. Within minutes he tells 
the waiting surgeon if it 1s cancer 
and what type so the surgeon can 
decide how extensively to proceed 
with the operation, This immediate 
diagnosis has saved patients from 
an additional operation.
